William Lloyd Garrison's Mother Was 
a Canadian, 


In the spring of 1775. when the ice 
waa ‘breaking upon the St, John river, 
Nova Scotia, a young mother came 
down the stream with her baby to 
visit the farm of the baby's gtand- 
father, where she purpose spending 
the day. The water had been quite 
clear of ice when she started, but it 
broke further up the river, and came 
floating down the stream, the great 
cakes surrounding and crushing the 
boat. The woman managed to escape 
with her baby and the boy who was 
rowing her to a enke of ice, and for- 
tunately the ice floated shoreward. 
As it approached the bank the moth- 
er, after wrapping the baby in all 
the clothes she could spare, threw it 
ashore. Then with the help of an 
overhanging bough she and the boy 
followed. The little one was found 
unhurt ip a snowdrift and lived to 
become the father of William Lloyd 
Garrison. * 

Not much is known of Abijah Gar- 
rison—that was dhe baby’s name, He 
became a sea captain, and on one 
of his voyages he stopped at Deer Is- 
land, New Brunswick. There he met 
a lovely and beautiful young woman 
named Frances Lloyd. She was a 
“mnsterpiece of womankind,” her son 
afterwards wrote, and the young sea 
captain fell in love with her at first 
sight. They were married and after 
a few years of wandering went to live 
in Massachusetts. There’ on Dec. 10, 
1505, in the town of Newburyport, 
was born Williain Lloyd Garrison, 
who was destined to save the United 
States from the crime and curse of 
slavery. 








Canada and “America.” 


Cy Warman, the well-known author, 
has sent the folldwing letter to a 
London paper: 

“From time to time we read over 
here the printed protests of English 
writers.and speakers against the use 
of the word ‘American’ as applied to 
the citizens of ‘the .United States, 
These writers appear to feel that the 
monopolization of this name by the 
citizens of the United States has the 
effect of belittling Canadians.’ As a 
matter of fact, the Yankees are call- 
Americans, and have been for a 
hundred years, and nobody has dis- 
pated the title; nobody cares to, Any 
Canadian who is: ashamed of being 
called a Canadian does not deserve 
any flag, or any country or name. 
“Another matter has to do with a 
point upon which Canadiana them- 
selves aro somewhat sensitive. Cann- 
dians do not like to be referred to as 
‘Colonists’ or ‘Colonials.’ Canada. is 
nearer a nation than a mere colony, 
but, above all, it is the Dominion of 
Canada. It has always been called 
Canada, and has never been called 
a colony, so far as IT can see, by the 
‘Fathers of Confederation’. e

“‘Well'do I remember,’*. said Reeve 
Tole, “when the neighbors all got to- 
gether to clear Jones’ big 50-acre 
bush, five miles away from the school 
at Enniskillen, On the day when the 
freat windrows of brush, logs, and 
timber (walnut, maple, beech, cedar, 
hemlock, and pine of the purest and 
best that grew) were to be fired, we 
skipped away from school and rar 
five miles bare-footed to see the fun. 
And it was a grand Bight te see the 
great fires blazing to ven, while

Lucas was made chairman of the pri- 
vate bills committee, which position 
he has filled with distinction for the 
past three sessions. In addition, the 
member for Centre Grey, is a forcible 
and pleasing speaker. *; 

Meanwhile, no particular branch of 
the Government will be assigned to 
the new Minister, and he will be left 
to initiate such legislative reforms as 
may be desirable, although the reso- 
lution introduced last session for pro- 
vincial ownership with municipal or 
rural ye is a ptobable forccast 
of his legislative tendencies.

& certificate for the number of shates, 
which are only transferrable upon 
the books of the Treasury Department 
by sab pe or attorney. This stock can 
be had in multiples of $50, and may 
be exchanged at any time for bonda. 
In making this provision the Pro- 
vincial Treasurer iz following the suc- 
cessful innovation introduced on the 
former provincial loan of $3,000,000 
when over $700,000 was taken out in 
stock. 
No portion of the present issue has 
n underwritten, the Government 
expressly reserving this high-class 
security for the public.

Canadian Naturalist Was a Good 
Friend to the Farmers. 

One of the most interesting and 
most likeable men in Canada was the 
late Dr. James Fletcher, Dominion 
Entomologist and BStanist, Ottawa. 








Ottawa was his: home at death, but } 


a great part of his busy life was 
spent on the western prairies. His 
aim in life was to find out facts and 
to make these facts known to people 
to whom they would be of use. He 
used to say that one-third: of the 
crops raised in America were destroy- 
ed by enemies of one kind or another, 
and it was his business to help the 
farmer to distinguish his friends 
from his foes, and thus to save part 
of that lost third. 

At first the western farmer thought 
him a harmless faddist, but the day 
came when they wired for him to 
come to help them save their crops 
from insect or weed enemies. Life 
was full of interest for him. Where 
the unobservant man saw only a few 
bugs on the weeds in a fence corner 
he saw a battle going on that had to 
do with the fortunes of the, west in 
the next decade. Prejudices had no 
place in his make-up. The loath- 
someness of an object never turned 
him against it until he had examined 
both the object and his mind to see 
if the loathsomeness was only ignor- 
ant prejudice which blinded the be- 
holder to real beauty and usefulness. 

The horror that the average person 
has of snekes, he held, was simply 
prejudice. A snake, he said, was 
really one of the most beautiful erea- 
tures in existence. He frequently lee- 
tured before Norman School classes. 
On such occesions, as likely as not, 
he would bring from his pocket a 
handful of wriggling garter snakes. 
There would be a series of little 
shrieks from the class, but he would 
calmly argue that this was simply 
the result of lack of knowledge fos- 
tered by prejudice. Within five min- 
utes he would have the most timid 
girl in the room holding one of those 
wrigclers in her hands and admiring 
its markings ad structure. 

Dr. Fletcher’s work in showing 
farmers how to save their crops was 
immensely valusble but fer more val- 
uebl> wes his work in increasing the 
content of lif: for men and women 
of cll olasses ond professions.

is the dollar equivalent, to our own, 
in North Borneo in the Indian ocean 
itis also a dollar, but a dollar worth 
only 56 cents, and a similar dollar 
is used in the Straits Settlements. 
One is surprised to find it stated in 
this table that the dollar of New- 
foundland is worth in Canadian cur- 
rency one dollar, one cent and a 
third. In British India, Ceylon and 
Mauritius, the rupee is the unit hay- 
ing a value of 32.4 cents, Canadian 
currency. In Gibraltar, as one might 
expect, the unit rs a Spanish 


cents. 

To foreign currencies fully two- 
thirds of the table is devoted. It 
shows that the German mark is equal 
to 23.8 centa, the franc to 19.3 cents, 
the Japanese yen to 49.8 cents, the 
Mexican peso to 49.8 cents (the same 
as the yen), the rouble of Russia to 
51.5 cents, the dinar of Servia to 
19.3 centa, or the same as the Bolivar 
of Venezuela. In the greater part of 
Central America the colon is the 
monetary unit, worth 3382,cents. In 
Egypt the unit is a pound worth 
$4.94 1-3, or 72-3 cents more ‘than the 
British pound. The common unitin 
China is the Shanghai tacl, but this 
is really not a standard of value, for 
there is no such coin, but of weight, 
and when used in the sense of a 
value it only represents its weight in 
gold or silver, as the case may be.

In the morning Rev. Richard Hobbs 
stirred up a new theology discussion 
when he remarked: 

“The higher critics tell us we must 
be liberal in our interpretation of the 
Old Testament, and conservative in 
our interpretation of the New, but 
these are two-horses no one can ride 
at the same time. When they dis- 
credit my Lord, umt my Lord's testi- 
mony as a@ tercher, and tell us that 
He knew no more about the Old 
Testament than any teacher of His 
day, so that all He said about Moses 
was wrong, I tuke exception to it, 

“I challenge Mr. Hobbs’ right to 
meke auch #marks,”’ said Rev. J. E. 
Ford of Lucknow, “unless we are al- 
lowed the privilege of presenting the 
other side. 

“If my Lord is not allowed to bo

Niagara fats, N.Y., June 7.—Une 
of the most sensational of Niagara 
tragedies ever recorded took place 
Tideriay: afternoon at 5 o'clock, 
Mrs. Sarah Cohen, 24 years old, of 
No. 463 Broadview, Buffalo, commit- 
ted suicide by jumping into the river 
from the second Sister Island, and 
her husband, Lewis Cohen, 27 years 
old, narrowly escaped death in an 
effort to rescue her.

In the effort to rescue the husband 
from a fate similar to that of his wife 
Representative James 8. Simmons, 
Reservation Officer Charles J. Martin, 
Cohen's riephew, and two other men 
who assisted them, narrowly esca) 
being thrown into the rapids, when 
the bank upon which they were stand- 
ing while hauling at a rope attached 
to Cohen suddenly gave way. 

The affair created the wildest ex- 
citement on the State Reservation, 
and hundreds of people gathered on 
the bank of the Second Sister Island. 
Mrs. Cohen’s body lodged on a rock 
near the brink of the falls, and was 
recovered at 7.15, 

- The family came to: the falls for 
Sunday, and while walking Mrs. Co- 
hen suddenly became hysterical from 
the heat and jumped into the swift 
current above the Falls. Cohen jump- 

in, seized his wife’s body, and 
with the other hand gripped a log. 

In the meantime, the criea of the 
children attracted Martin and Sim- 
mons. The officer hurricd to the shel- 
ter house of Good Island: for a rope. 
When he returned he found Cohen 
alone, the terrific current having torn 
his wife from his arms as his strength 
gradually grew leas.

CORRECT SPELLING. 


There Was a Time When It Was Not 
Considered Important. 

The art of spelilog words correctly 
is of comparatively recent repute. 
Time was when men and women did { 
not. care, but wrote abead without re- * 
gard to strict orthography. Mme. de 
Serigne, for iustance, never learned 
the proper way to write her name, 
while it was remarked by Mme. do 
“Malntenon that at the College of St. 
Cyr much precious tlme was wasted 
in learning how to spell. 

Ie remained, however, for the Em- 
Press Euzeniec In 1868 at Complegne to 
put to a practical test the spelling 
standard which obtalned even among 
the Lighest literary authorities. Thus, 
under the pretext of a theme proposed 
to them for an examination a number 
of French academicians took down 
from dictation a composition by Pros- 
per Merimee. Not one “immortal” 
wrote wittout mistake. 

As to the empress, she could not un- 
derstend so many faults being made 
until {¢ was conreyed to her that she 
herself from the same dictation was 
respoasihie for no less than ninety. 
The emperor, again, made sixty. It is 
but fair to add, however, that the dic- 
tation was compiled expressly with a 
view to focusing the difficulties not 
only of spelling, but grammar.—Her- 
per’s Weekly. -

The Vossische «Zeitung gives ‘the 
terms of the treaty, which, it says, 
has been ‘signed not’ only by Great 
Britain and Russia, but by Persie, 
as follows: - 

First—The Shah is to restore the 
constitution, without alteration, and 
proclaim a general amnesty, * 

Second—All the financial affairs of 
Persia“ shall be controlled by Great 
Britain and Russia. 

Third—Al} Ministerial nominations 
shall be subject to the approval of 
Great Britain and Russia. 

‘  Fifth—Persia shall contract no loan 
without the consent of Great Britain 
and Russin, 

Sixth—Great Britain and Russia 
undertake to protect the Shah ‘from 
all acts of violence on the part of the 
Persian people. 


Seventh—They guarantee the safety 
of life and property and of the throne 
of the Shah. 

Eighth—They guarantee alarge loan 
to Persia. 


This startling announcement, con- 
sidering its source and the intrinsic 
evidence of jts official inspiration, re- 
ceived full credence until a few hours 
later, when the British Foreign Office 
issued a denial of its authenticity. 
The statement was broadly to the 
effect that there was no foundation 
for the statements of the Vossische 
Zeitung.. But it was admitted that 
some weeks ago Great Britain and 
Russia made joint representations to 
the Shah respecting the advisability 
of a restoration of the constitution. 

This denial can hardly be accepted 
as disproving the matter. The Per- 
sian situation haa reached such a 
critical stage that both Great Britain 
and Russia decided recently that it 
was imperative to deal with it by 
radical measures.

Hunting it With a Light « 

Tha folly of buntlug for a leak in-a 
gts pipe with a lighted match Is not 
$0 much because of the danger of an 
explosion as of other damage, as Is 
shown by the experience of a house- 
holder not long ngo.. 

One or two smill leaks were detect- 
ed by golng over all the pipes and 
holding a lighted match to them, The 
smell of gas ceased, but was replaced 
a few hours later by the aiell of burn- 
fug wood. 

Another visit to the cellar showed a 
charred Goor joist a Ittle distance 
abore a gas pipe. There was no ap- 
parent cause for this until a very close 
examination resulted In the Anding of 
n tiny jet of gas which was Issulog 
from the pipe beneath the beam, 

It was lighted, but was so small as 
to be blue in culor and nearly fovisi- 
ble. It had been lighted by the match 
used In the Orst ihvestigation, but had 
not been noticed.

} Text,“‘Master, carest thou not that 
we perish?” (Mark iv, 33.) 2 
In our text we have the despairing 
ery of the apostles to the Lord, in 
‘the midst of what must have been 
a remarkably severe storm on the 
Bea of Galilee. Some of the disciples, 
at least, were experienced fishermen, 
accustomed to the sudden squalls for 
which that sea {s noted. For such 
courageous men as Peter, James and 
John to appeal to Jesus for superhu- 
man aid implies that the itions 
were tritical. It seems rather aston- 
ishing indeed that our Lord could 





have slept under such strenuous con- 
ditions, but he was extremely ex- 
hausted from speaking to large multi- 
tudes and the journey was made in 
considerable measure to get away 
from the people, in order that ho 
might have necessary rest. But again, 
it is‘ possible that our Lord feigned 
sleep for the very purpose of permit- 
ting his didciples {o reach the point 
of extremity which led them to call 
for his aid; because man’s extremity 
is God's opportunity. The Master 
arose and rebuked the wind, saying, 
“Peace, be still.’ And there was ao 
great calm. And he said to the dis- 
j ciples, Why are ye zo fearful? Have 
1ye not yet faith? 

This expreasion constitutes one of 
the great lessons of the Master to his 
pupils, his disciples, and it has come 
tinging down the centuries, speaking 
peace to hid followers ever since. The 
message it brings ia that he who is 
able to control the storms and the 
sea is likewise abla to govern all the 
affairs of life in,the intercsta of those 
who are his consecrated followers, 
his disciples. Whether we have had 
so remarkable an escape from a 
storm at sea or not, I am sure that 
some of us have had the Master's 
supervision and intervention for our 
protection from the storms of life. To 
some of our hearts he has spoken 
these same words, “Peace, be still, 
Have ye not yet faith?’ And with 
the message came a’ great calm, a 
great serenity, a great rest in the 
Lord and his superabundant care. If 
for a time the Master scemed uncon- 
scious of our condition and asleep to 
the dangers about us, it was only 
seemingly so. His care and his power 
were equally with us, and none could 
Teally harm our interests as New 
Creatures, He whose cye never slum- 
bers nor sleeps, keeps watch over the 
interests of those who are truly his; 
and he is pledged that all things shall 
work together for good to them; be- 
cause they love him; because they 
have been called. according to his 
purpose; because they are secking to 
make that calling and election sure 
by loving, self sacrificing obedience.

Instead of being 
blessed above other men in their tem- 
poral ‘affairs the consecrated, the 
sanctified, have the Scriptural assur- 
ance that they must ex the re- 
versc. Ins! of being kept in per- 
fect health many of the Lord’s fol- 
lowers have had sad experiences cn 
beds of sickness and pain. Instead 
of being wealthy it was foretold that 
there would be not many rich amongst 
them, not many great, not many wise 
according to the course of this world, 
but that the riches they must esteem 
are the riches of God's grace asso- 
ciated with the exceeding great and 
precious promises of God's Word. 
Instead of being surrounded by con- 
ditions of affluence, wealth and ease 
their circumstances are gencrally the 
reverse of these. And why is this 80? 
Because the Lord is now choosing or 
selecting from amongst mankind a 
little flock of ‘peculiar people” who 
he designa shall eventually be joint- 
heirs with his Son:in the Heavenly 
Kingdom, 

The Lord's people are peculiar in 
their dress—not as respects their out- 
ward clothing, but as respects their 
robe of Christ's Righteousness—theirs 
by imputation, because of faith in 
the blood of Christ, faith in his sacri- 
fice for sins. They are peculiar also 
fn that they have a “wedding gar- 
ment” which they wear continually 
and which they seek to keep ‘‘un- 
spotted from the world” and which 
they trust br and by will admit their 
entrance with their Lord to the great 
Marriage Supper when they, as mem- 
bers of the Bride-Elect, shall become 
the Queen of Glory, Joint-Heirs with 
the Bridegroom. 

These are peculiar also in that they 
love Righteousness and hate iniquity, 
whereas the majority of people love 
iniquity and are ready to indulge in it 
to the extent that they would not be 
caught or seriously injured. These, 
on the contrary, love Righteousness

our Lord mentioned to the Sadducees

(Matthew xxii, 29). 

Bat what say the Scriptures on fhe 
subject? We answer that thty fore- 
tell the present condition of things 
and give us an outlook future, They 
call our attention to the fact that 
there is a nominal Church, as well as 
the real onc, an outward class of con- 
siderable numbers which have a form 
of godliness, but without the power, 
and a “‘little flock’’ which has the 
Truth and is in heart relationship 
with the Lord, begotten of the holy 
Bpirit. They tell us that we have 
been mistaken in the past in suppos- 
ing that it is a part of the Heavenly 
Father’s plan to convert the world 
during this present Gospel Age; that 
that part of his plan belongs to the 
next age; that his present work is the 

{ fathering of the “elect,” the “‘little 
* flock,”” to be assgciated with the Re- 
decmer as his Bfide in the glorious 
Kingdom, for which we pray, “Thy 
Kingdom come; thy will be done on 
earth as it is done in heaven.” They 
assure us that the storm of Higher 
Criticism, infidelity and Evolution 
and general godlessness and faithlegs- 
ness which we see coming, which is 
already upon us, will indeed be a 
terrible storm, the like of which was 
permitted in the time’ of trouble 
which closed the Jewish Age, and 
again in the close of the cightcenth 
century in the French Revolution. 
The Scriptures show us that the Lord 
intends to make a separation between 
merely nominal Christians and the 
saints—the pure in heart, the full of 
faith, the full of zeal, the lovers of 
Righteousness, the haters of iniquity.

THE AMERICAN WON. 


Hobbs Picked All the Locks In the 
Bank of England. 

The first world's falr, the~Crystal 
Palace at London, was held tn 1851. 
It was at the Crystal palace that the 
American mechanic showed that he 
stood second to none in the world, 
Hobbs challenged Chubb, and Hobbs, 
the American wechanie, carried off the 
first prize os a lockmaker. Hobbs rep- 
resented an American manufacturer 
of iron bank safes. He placed bis safe 
on exhibition and tied the key to the 
combination lock on the outskle. In- 
side the safe was placed £250, or $1,250, 
and the free offer was made to the 
mepbanics of the world that if they 
opened the safe the money contained 
therein could be taken for their suc- 
cess, The safe was never opened. At 
that time Chubb was famous all over 
England apd in Europe as a iock- 
maker, The Bank of England indors- 
ed Chubb and used his Jocks exclu- 
sively, Hobbs examined the work. 
manshbip of the locks and offered to 
not only enter the outer doors of the 
Bank of England, but to open also the 
Seven doors leading. to the treasure 
safes, Inside of two hours If permission 
was given, This was too much for 
tbe Britisbers to stand, and they gare 
the necessary consent. Fi 

Hobbe was on band two hours be- 
fore the time for opening the doors of 
the bank arrived and announced bim- 
self ready to go to work, All the tools 
he had he carried In his vest pocket, 
consisting of about twenty picks. He 
opened tbe front door in seren min- 
utes and entered the bank triumphant: 
ly. He next approached the ‘outer 
door of the treasure safe. In six 
minutes the door opened, and before 
one hour had passed, half of the time 
he asked for, be had his bands In the 
treasure of the bank, much to the 
amazement of the directors of the bank 
and to the intense disgust of Chubb, 
a man of Influence and wealth He 
took his defeat gamely, however, and 
soon set to work to Improve his locks. 
This be did by taking Hobbs into his 
employ as an adviser,

For'a brief space there was no cap. 
tain. Then Paterson took command. 
At a critical moment his strong per- 
sonality and calm assuranc& saved 
the crew from panic. ‘Three boata 
filled with sallors from the British 
King were launched in safety, while 
the new commander stood In silence 
on the bridge. Lower and lower sank 
the ill starred ship, and as she heared 
and took her final plunge Paterson 
blew a farewell binst upon bis whistle 
to the fast departing crew.- 

Quite different, but no less herole, was 
the manner In which Captain Grimith 
of the Atlantic Transport line steam- 
ship Mobegan faced death. Though it 
was scarcely darker than twilight, be 
had run bis vessel on the rocks near 
the Needles in October, 1898, and it 
Was rapidly sinking. The last giimpse 
of Captain Grifth showed him stand- 
fog on the bridge ordering the boats 
to be lowered In order to save his crew. 

Herolc In death, too, was the captain 
of the oll ship Loodiana, which serera! 
Jears ago was burned at sea. Before 
thinking of his own safcty he saw ev- 
ery man of his cresy clear of the doom- 
ed vessel, and then it was too late. 
Foot by foot be was driven forward 
by tho Hames till at Jast be bung over 
the bow. A tramp steamship came up, 
bot the waters were too rough for the 
lowering of the boats. Finally the 
flames compelled him to loosen bis 
bold, and while his ship burned fierce- 
ly on be was dasbed into the angry 
seas beneath. 

But stil more dramatic was the death 
of Captain Deloncle of the French 
liner La Bourgogne, sunk’ in the sum- 
mer of 1898 As he stood one night 
upon the bridge a tall bark suddenly 
loomed out of the darkness and, deal- 
ing La Bourgogne a fatal blow, steam- 
ed hurriedly away. The men'on board 
went frantic. In a scramble for safety 
Gremen and crew lost their wits, and 
People ran up and down the deck in 
wild despair. 

Deloncle stood calm amid the tu- 
mult. Suddenly ho abandoned bimselt 
to the dramatic borror of the scene 
and, seizing the whistle rope, sent into 
the skies one long, wild. wailing groan. 
It was Deloncle's last salute, 

Perhaps the noblest death of all was 
that of Captain Craten of the monitor 
Tecumseb at the attack In August. 
1864, on Mobile. The ship was fast 
sinking. There was not a moment to 
be lost. At the foot of the Indder lead- 
Ing*to the manhole ‘above, the turret 
of safety, two men met, Captain Cra- 
ven and his pilot. There would be 
time for but one to mount. The cap- 
tain knew It; the pilot knew It. But 
there was no hesitation.. With o smile 
Captain Craven stepped to one side, 

“After you, pilot.” he said. 

The man sprang up the ladder, and 
his life was saved. but the brave cap- 
tain was swept upder and carried to 
destruction by the cruel sea.—Loudon 
Answers.

{n every way, only their liberty being 
denied them. 

Quite humble toters, too, were forcl- 
bly abducted, but these did not always 
fare guite so well.

The Remarkable Career of the 
Admirable Crichton. 


—_— 


A VERITABLE BOY -WONDER. 





This Marvel, a Master of Arts at 
Twelve, Died When Only Twenty- 
two by His Own Sword, Which He 
Handed to a Defeated ‘Fos. 


On July 3, 1583, inia night encounter 
in Mantua there died a boy of twenty- 
two who In tbe last eight years of his 
life was the wonder and admiration of 
the chivalry and learning of Europe. 
Sis was James Crichton ‘of Cluny, 
best known by the title giren him by 
(be French—the Admirable Crichton. 

He was made a master of arts by 
tbe University of St. Andrews In his 
twelfth year. He knew all that inst!- 
tution of learning could teach him 
when be was fourteen. At the age of 
fifteen be met in public debate on all 


subjects many of the best minds in { 


France and vanquished them all. He } 
knew all the learning of bis day. He 
was a master of twelve languages. He 
bad a memory so wonderful that, bear- 
ing a discourse of any length, he was 
able afterward to repeat it word for 
word and duplicate every gesture of 
the speaker. He was a poet, a musi- 
cian of excellence, an athlete, 2 horse- 
man, a soldier of trusted command be-- 
fore he was nineteen, 2 wonderful ac- 
tor, a -swordsmau: of extraordinary 
akill, . 

Crichton’s family was of consider- 
able importance and wealth and claimn- 
ed royal descent. His father was lord 
advocate first to Queen Mary and aft- 
erward to King James VI. His moth- 
er was the daughter of Sir James Stew- 
art. Members of both families were } 
eminent In Scottiss history. The boy 
James Crichton as sent te grammar 
school at Perth. He emerged at the | 
age of ten and linmediately entered ; 
the fainous Unlrersity of St. Andrews, 
The students there were divided Into 
eWhat were called circles, acconling to 
the talent they exhibited. Crichton ad- 
vanced from one circle to another un- 
Ul when be was barely past ‘eleven, 
the university turned him out with the 
dexree of master of arts. It was the 
custom of young men of the tlme to 
Hnish their educations by making the 
grand tour of Europe. Crichton, sup- 
piled with letters from his family and | 
relatives to the nobles of the French 
court, went to Paris first. 

His Orst action on arrival was to 
post a challenge In all parts of the 
clty offering to mect all comers at the 
College of Navarre In debate io any 
one of twelre languages, “in any sci- 
ence, Uberal art, disciptine or faculty, 
whether practical or theoretic.” Such 
contests were common to the age, but 
the challenge, coming from a boy of 
fifteen, aroused deep interest. An im- 
mense crowd was present on the day 
appointed? A dozen eminent philoso- 
Phers and divines presented them- 
selves, Crichton, without tbe sem- 
biance of effort, defeated all- who at- 
tempted to cope with him. He was 
congratulated by the faculty of the 
College, and Henry IIL, then the gay- 
est monarch jn Europe, carried him 
off to bls court. The next day Crich- 
ton appeared in the tourney and with 
consummate ease remained victor in 
that martial struggie. The king gare 
him an fmportnut command jn the 
army. De remained in France two 
fears, dazzng the peepie with ‘bls 
aceomuplishtwents iu every direction. 

Crichton went nest to Nume and 
Ventre. tn the Intter elty his friends 
Were Spervne Sperval, one of the mest 
Jenrned nvimes tu dtallan tterature: 
Joho Gonatl and Lorenzo Maxea_ secre- 
tary te the repubite of Venice. Sev. 
eral of the Latiov poems Crichton com- 
Pox} iu this circle bave survived. 
He was introduced te the doge and 
the senate and Ip their presence deliv. 
ered an oration so graceful and elo- 
quent that. according to Imperalis, “he 
wus estecmed a prodigy of nature.” 
The Veuetlans were epraptured over 
bis elegant manners, bis learning and 
necomplishments, Crichton went to 
‘idun to debate on the philosophy 
of Aristotle, then a subject, obsorbing 
the educated minds of all Europe. 
‘The argument lasted three days, ond 
the handsome young Scotchman was 
an easy victor over all opponents. 

At Mantua a famous Italian duelist 
Need who had vanquished many an- 
tuyonistx, Crichton sent bim a chal- 
lenge “and next day ran the Italian 
through the body. The Puke of Man- 
tun engaged him as tutor for his-son, 
Vincenzo di Gonzaza.

SALTING BABIES. 


An Old World Practice That Goes Back 
to Bible Times. 

“Salting” newly born tnfants, a prac- 
tice that dates far back to Biblical 
times, still obtains {n many parts of 
the old world. The Armenians In the 
Russian government of Eriwan cover 
the whole surface of the babe’s body 
with fine salt, especial care belng 
taken with the interstices between the 
fingers and all depressions, such as the 
armpit and the bend of the knee, so 
that po point shall remain unsalted. 

The unhappy Infant fs left in the 
salt for three hours or longer and is 
then bathed In warm water. 

The Armenians of. some districts, 
having abandoned the practice, are 
called “unsalted” and are despised by 
the others. 

The modern, Greeks also sprinkle 
thelr babes with salt. If an enlight- 
ened mother protests the midwife !s 
ready with the objection. “But if it 
isn’t salted it will be puny and will 
never amount to anything.” 

If this salting process i@ carried on 
to excess the podr babes don't stand it 
at all, The skin becomes as red as 
fre, the irritation {s Intolerable, and 
the child dies in convulsions, Yet 
there fs a Siountain tribe in Asia Mi- 
nor that mercilessly salts its newborn 
babes for twenty-four hours, which 
shows that the Hmits of human en- 
durance are wide in some cases. This 
ancient custom {s stil! {0 vogue in 
many parts of Germany, but the rites 
are merely symbolical. In one district 
Q Nttle salt is rubbed ‘bebind the 
child's ears, in others a ploch of salt is 
put on the tongue or a little paper of 
salt is loserted under.the garment.” It 
gives understanding, the people say, 
and wards off evil spirits.

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TOWN OF GOLD BRICKS, 

Wealth Found In the Walls of Mexi- 
can Adobe Houses, 

There are many remarkable towns 
in ‘Mexico, but none ‘more interest- 
ing than Guanajuato, “the bill of the 
frog.~ “It might more properly be 
called the “gold brick town,” for the 
‘houses’ have been foudd to contain 
muuch gold. i 

This is n curious situation, but. it 
came about naturally. “Guanajuato— 





*pronounced \Wah-nab-wahto—Is one of 


the oldest mining towns In Mexico, but 
the yalue of the place as a town was 
discovered when a raflroad company 
decided {o bulld a station there. It 
was found necessary to tear down 
about 800 adobe buildings, which were 
made of tho refuse of>yarious mines 
after the ore was extracted. 

When it became known that the old 
adobe bulldings yrould be torn down 
pieces taken at random were assayed. 
it was found that because of the old 
process, which left much gold and sil- 
ver, they assayed from $3 to $24 2 ton, 
The mean value was estimated to run 
about $38 gold a ton. 

The old buildings hare brought about 
$20,000 Mexican, {0 gold, and persons 
who hare bullt since the new machin- 
ery has been Installed in the mines 
are bemoaning the fact that the new 
houses do not contalp as much gold as 
the old. 


USE OF PILLOWS. .- 


A Habit That Is Unnecessary and at 
Times May Be Harmful. 

“Pillows ore little more than a fad 
and a rather barmful one at that,” 
sald a Germantown doctor.

Death List Will Number About 100 
and Another Hundred Are Injured 
as Result of Shocks In Southern 
Europe — Survivors Are Fleeing 
From Ruined Districts — Citizens 
Are Escaping From Toulon. 


Marseilles, June 14.—From 75 to 100 
dead and 100 injured is the estimated” 
total casuclties as the result of the 
earthquake which devastated several 
towns and vill«ges in the southern- 
most part of France, particularly in 
the “departments of\ Herault “and 
Bouches du Rhone, Friday night. 

The villgges of Saint Cannat and 
Rognes were completely demolished 
by the earthquake and Lambeso, 12 
miles from Aix, suffered heavily. A 
number of the wounded were’ impris- 
oned in the ruins and soldier worked 
desperately to reseuc them, 

Survivors are sleeping in tente and 
the streets are impassable. In many 
places they have been torn up and 
are encumbered with rocks. House, 
public buildings and churches were 
crumbled to pieces, 

The victims at Saint Cannot and 
Rognes wyre horribly mutilated. 
There werd evidences that several of 
the victims had lived for hours im- 
prisoned by the debris before they 
died. At Rognea » family of four were 
buried: Their cries could be heard 
throughout the night, but all were 
dead in the morning when a rescuing 
party reached them. At Saint Can- 
nat an old man and his son were 
watching a billiard game. They were 
killed. The players escaped. . 

The historic village of Vernegues 
was wrecked, but no one was killed. 
The monetary loss is heavy. 

At Toulon—Fearing new shocks Inst 
night a large number of residents left 
the city and camped out in the coun- 
try. he mayor opened the school- 
house for those walking the streets. 
The ¢arthquake damaged the arsenal 
and several ships were almost driven 
ashore. >

Everybody has read, during the past 
few days, of the Imperial Press Con- 
ference and the lessons it has pointed | 
to Britons “‘at home” and beyond the 
seas cannot “be. disregarded: It an| 
not now be said that the “so-called 
“war scare” is a scare.: Hf we in 
Canada understand plain’ English + 
there is something more in -it all 
than mere cheap talk. As the Ottawa} 
Journal, a paper not given ,to Sensa- | 
tionalism, puts it: “We have laughed 
at the stories: of German: rifles at 
Charing Cross and German airships 
among the Welsh Mountains. And we 
have tiréd a bit of the ding-long re- 
iteration of the declaration® that Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier was not to be “‘stam-, 
peded into the vortex of* militarism.” 
But now we have it on thé authority 
of the big men at honie tha the Em- 
pire is in danger. Leaders-of public 
opinion haye gravely assured the dele. 
Rates to the tinperial Press Conference 
jthat the danger is ‘real; that Britain 
smust be prepared to face an emergen- 
ley.

| Sens in the Mother Country, The 
statesmen who have addréssed the 
press conferees have been of both poli- 
tical parties. They have agreed in 
their declaration that the Empire is 
in peril. They have demonstrated the 
fact that the best informed and most 
[highly responsible men in Great Brit- 
ajn fear an early attempt (p unseat 
Britain from her supremacy.¢ Govern- 
ment and Opposition, army snd navy 
through their spokesmen have de- 
clared' practically that the enemy may- 
be shortly at the gates. The lesson is 
that we must be ready to meet them. 
We are ofthe blood. We Canadians 
are of the children of Britain. “"Blessed 
is he that hath his quiverful of them,” 
saith the psalmist; “he shall not be 
afraid of the enemy at the gates.”

The Dining Room.

Demoralization tn the Community 
—He Also Favors Compensation 
For Licenseholders Who Are Cut 
Off—Condemns Betting Evil. 


London, Ont., June 16.—Endorsa- 
| tion of the three-fifths clause and of 
compensation for hotelmen put out of 
| business, with a strong condemnation 
of the betting evil, were features of 
: the charge delivered by Bishop: Wil- 
j liams yesterday afternoon to ‘the Sy, 
+ nod of Huron, in session here. The 
bishop “made ~ himself particularly 
clear in his references to gambling. 
“Betting and gambling, however 
widely practiced znd however call- 
ed, are morally wrong and degrading 
to clinracter,” he said. “We need a 
pale opinion sufficiently strong to 
rand with infamy the betting man 
or the betting woman a3 a. parasite 
who thrives upon other people’s lab- 
or. There is injustice in it; there is 
robbery, no matter by what name we 
call it, and, therefore, it is morally 
wrong. 

Regarding the three-fifths clause 
his lordship said: “The principle is 
altogether right. The proper function 
of the civil law is to record and en- 
force the judgments of the popular 
conscience. There ure some things 
which the popular conscience oyer- 
whelmingly condemns, ie., fraud, big- 
amy, white slavery, ctc, There is no 
dificulty in enforcing Jaws against 
such offences. But there are other 
things which the popular conscience 
does not so overwhelmingly condemn, 
and when laws are passed by a bare 
maojrity against such offences they 
are either not enforced or enforced 
very feebly for the simple reason 
that there ia a large body of public 
opinion which does not believe that 
the things prohibited are morally 
wrong.

tures would be scorched to death 
Tidal friction, by its gradually retard: 
ing force, might paralyze the earth's 
motion so that one side of the globe 
would be eternally ‘baked’ by the sup 
and the other side forever frapped. 
This bas already happened to Mercury 
and Venus. ; 

By the logs of all water and air 
through depletion or absorption the 
earth might become a dry, desiccated 
mummy of:a planet, wandering life- 
Jessly through space. Mercury. again, 
is an example of this, and so {fs the 
moon. The most sure death.of all, 
however, as depicted by. Professor 
Lowell, is the decay and freezing of 
the sun, which is certain to occur 
some time, When the last flicker Is 
extinct that gigantic ball, bereft of all 
radiance and warmth, and its retinue 
of inert, dark tramps. among them the 
earth, will drift about awalting colll- 
sion with some otber planetary dere- 
lict. which would mean at once de- 
struction and a new -birth.—Boston 
Journal.

Three-Fifths Clause 
| Bishop Williams, of! London, Ont., 


at the Synod meeting held in that 
city, strongly endorsed -the three-fifth 
clause of the local option law, declar- 
ing “The principle to be altogether 
right. The proper function of the 
civil law is to record and enforce the 
judgments of the popular conscience, 
adding that when laws are passed by 
a bare majority against certain offen- 
ces they are either not enforced or 
emforced very feebly for the simple 
reason that thre is a large body of 
public opinion which does not believe 
that the things prohibited are morally 
wrong.” 

The Bishop also supported compen 
sation to hotel keeperrs who are de- 
prived of their licenses. He said: 
“granting that the community has a 
perfect right to limit or suppress any

This wes later -gerved on Sheriff 
Mowat und Deputy Attorney-General 
Cartwright. . The whole proceedings 
wete carried out with lightning speed. 
Mr. Robinette put his automobile into 
commission for the service of his ‘no- 
tice of appeal under sections 1,015 and 
1,023 and for ‘the’ order. 

Blythe was informed of the stay by 
Governor Chambers, who was accom- 

anied by Rev. Canon Farncombe, 

lythe’s spiritual adviser. When the 
governor broke the news Blythe, who 
has’ borne all other notifications with 
fortitude, broke down and wept. “His 
utterdnces were too ‘deep, too sacred 
to be made public,” said the gover- 
nor. * 
The motion before Justice Teetzel 
was made at 1 o'clock. The hearing 
took but a few minutes and Blythe's 
fate, which has wavered through 
many vicissitudes was once more giv- 
en a lease of life. 

The grounds of Mr. Robinette’s ap- 
plication ure that the evidence dis- 
closed manslaughter and not murder; 
that Justice Riddell, the trial judge, 
wrongly charged the’ jury that. the 
crime was murder and not man- 
slaughter and that proper time was 
not granted for the preparation of the 
defence and that evidence was wrong- 
ly admitted at the trial. 

Mr. Robinette relies on an English 
case closely analogous to ‘that’ of 
Blythe’s crime for \the doctrine that 
this act, done under the influence of 
liquor, is manslaughter. In that case 
Mr. Justice Darling said: 

“Every one is taken to intend the 
natural consequences of his acts, but 
this presumption may be rebutted (a) 
in the case of a sober man, in many 
ways. (2) It may also be rebutted in 
the case of a man who is drank, by 
showing his mind to have b%en so 
affected by the drink he had taken 
that he was incapable of knowing 
that what he was doing was danger- 
ous, ie, likely to inflict serious in- 
jury.”*. ris 

This order of Judge Teetzel’s is 
identical with that which stayed tho 
exccutions of Frank Capelli at onl 
Sound and Jacob Sunfield at Hamil- 
ton.

promise to the world of mankind! 
Let us rejoicingly continue to pray 
to the Lord, “Thy Kingdom epme: 
thy will be done of earth as it is 
done in heaven.” 

St. Paul urged believers, “Let us 
think soberly," according as God 
has granted to each a measure of 
his grace. Hence the Christian's 
rejoicing is not boastful, but temper- 
ed with moderation. He sym- 
pathizes with the groaning creation 
in other parts of the world and doca 
not ignore the faulta of his native 
land, even while he does not unduly 
magnify and parade them. In all 
soberness, however. Bartholdi’a sta- 
tue of Liberty Enlightening the 
World is true to the facts of the ense, 
He would be blind indeed who fail- 
ed ta recognize the great influences 
which the principle of liberty estab- 
lished here exercises all over the 
world. When Liberty was born on 
these shores. rocked in the cradle of 
the Revolution. it had not kith nor 
kir in any part of the world, Europe 
alone had civilization. but not evert 
it had Liberty. Everywhere the 
barons ruled and the masses, com- 
poratively ignorant, rejoiced to sub- 
mit. Liberty and equality and man- 
ood were almost unrecognized. 

As Liberty emerged from ita eradle 





example shook Europe and threat- 
ened to overthrow it with - Revolu- 
tion as accomplished in France, And 
when finally better counsels pre- 
vailed, aristocracy. realized that its 
days were numbered, unless con- 
cessions were made to the liberties 
of the peonle. It yielded with good 
grace, with the result that the 
monarchies of Europe are no longer 
despotic, but limited, parliamentary; 
the people have a vote and voice in 
their own Government. 

The blessings of liberty came to 
Europeans so slowly that few of 
them probably to-day recognize how 
very different were the conditions a 
century ago, and how gradually the 
change has come about. The most 
advanced nations of Europe have 
only quite recently granted suffrage 
ta the people, and even yet it is 
under limitations, ‘Nowhere is the 
standard of manhood recognized as 
in this land. All the reforms of 
Europe of the-past century, directly 
or indirectly, owe their imnpulse to 
the example of America. As the sons 
and daughters of Europe by the 
thousands _and the millions have 
ecme to these shores they have 
learned the blessings of liberty and 
the meaning of manhood. And their 
letters to their brethren at home, 
filled with their new conception of 
human rights, have had a leavening 
influence upon the bureaucratic and 
monarchical theories and _ institu- 
tiena of the old world. © Yes, 
theldi had it right!

it is not ‘press to boast, but to 
think soberly. Whence came the 
light of liberty’s torch? We answer 
that the spark was divine. In a 
certain sense and degree this spark 
and torch were given to Abraham's 
natural seed, the Hebrew nation, in 
the Divine Law, at the hand of 
Moses. Later the antitype of Moses, 
“Christ, brought life and immortal- 
ity to light through the Gospel 
message. Of our Lord it is written, 
“He is the true light which lighteth 
every. man that cometh into the 
world.”

Natives on Skeena River Threaten to Oust 
Whites 





Travellers In Northern British Columbia 


Storles of Renowed Friction Between Aborigines 
In Kispiox Valley and the Settiers—indlans 
Armed With Rifles Drive Out Two Homestead- 

ers 





Prince Rupert, June 21.—Passengers 
arriving by the Hudson Bay steamer 
Port Simpson bring startling reports 
of the condition of affairs at the heud 
waters of the Skeena River, in the 


country around Hazelton, and. also 
in outlying districts, articularly in 
Kispiox Valley where Indiang are al- 
leged to have threatened to take the 
law into their own hands if their 
eeevances ares net quickly aaated: 
an 8 whole coun of t! nat 
ed whites, id 

For some years there has becn more 
or less friction there between the In- 
dians and new settlers, the Indians 
resenting tueir intrusion and claim- 
ing the whites are settling on land 
that belonged to them, and was theirs 
by right of priority. 

“Thirty -years ago,” said an old- 
timer just returned from the district, 
“land was set aside for different 
tribes, and these reserves. given to 
Indians. At that time there wero no 
whites in the country to speak of, and 
although the reserves were well de- 
fined, there. was no particular reason 
for keeping Indians on the reserva- 
tions. Agitators have been at’ work 
amongst them, and last winter an 
outbreak was narrowly averted: by the 
Indian agent producing telegrams 
promising that a commission from 
Ottawa would arrive by the first 
steamer in May; and that all their 
€rievances would be amicably settled. 
No commission has arrived yet. 

“At that time ‘Big Frank,’ of their 
braves, was arrested for some offence 
and thrown into jail at Hazelton. 
Reports of his arrest soon apread 
amongst the tribes, and they were 
quickly up in arms, Runners brought 
in worl to Hazelton that Indians 
were gzthering for en attack upon the 
town, and Preparations were at once 
begun to defend the place and pro- 
tect the handful. of whites reaic ing 
there during the winter reonths. Rifle 
pits were dug, barricades hastily 
erected and cll made ready for a 
siege. Two days later ‘Big’ Frank’ 
ybroke jail. While making his way 
beck to the reserve, it is said, he met 
his peopte marching on Hazelton, but 
a council of wer was held and he 
succeeded in persuading them to re- 
turn to the reserve.” . 

At the ferry on Kispiox River, a 
few miles rbove Hazelton, notices 
written by Indians have been’ posted 
on trees near the ferry crossing, for- 
bidding whites from crossing the riv- 
er, and the Indian ferryman, who has 
run of the boat for years, has with- 
drawn. Reports have also reached 
here that two white settlers near Kit- 
wanea, on the same river, have been 
driven from their land-and forced to 
quit ‘the country by Indians armed 
with rifles from the reserve on that 
point. Men were threatened with 
shooting, if they returned.

German Syndicate Has Been Formed 

Y For the, Purpose. — 

German capitalists are preparing to 
exploit Canada on a Jarge scale, ac- 
coming to Berlin: despatches. 

ch deposits of silver and coal in 
the eastern part of the Dominion are 
to be mined extensively, and if the 
plans of the controlling syndicate are 
carried out the development of that 
ert-of Canada, which includes the 
st coal found in America, will be 
in the hands of Germans. 
This remarkable condition is fore- 
cast by the well-informed, Boersen 
Courier, which makes an authorita- 
tive statement regarding the sims and 
objects of the syndicate, which was 
forméd for the exploitation of Canada. 

The\Boersen Courier states: 
“Former attempts~on the part of 
Germ: to participate in the econo- 
mic development of Canada met with 
little no success, but the enter- 
prise, frhich was recently launched, 
aprter likely to realize the rich ex- 
pectafions entertained in connection 
with it. The German Canadian syn- 
dicate, which includes representatives 
of the leading financial and industrial 
circles in Berlin, equipped an expedi- 
tiog “in 1906 to explore Canada on 
scientific principles, with a view to 
discovering mineral‘ treasures, y 
“This expedition succeeded in-find- 
ing’ new important silver mines in 
East Canada, near. existing silver 
mines at Cobalt. Subsequently large 
coal fields were discovéred, which, ac- 
cording to the opinion of geologists, 
contain the best coul found anywhere 
on ghe-American continent. ‘It's esti- 
mated that these coal fields contain 
1,090.000,000,000 tons cf coal. — 

“We leurn the German Canadian 
syndicate is about to delegate the 
work of developing these, fields to an- 
other poeoen ya in which it will hold 
a controlling interest. The extraordin- 
ary success of the German expedition 
has greatly increased the prestige of 
the German race in Canada, because 
it is recognized there that this suc

Assembly of Women Passes Re- 
“solution at Suffragist Meeting. 





on Record as Believing That Wo- 
men’ Should Contest All. Elections 
Where Their Sex Is Allowed te

Toronto, June 22.—Canada has still 
a good deal to learn if the Inter- 
national Council of Women is any 
criterion. The question of suffrage 
for women is ‘looming large on the 
political horizon of many countries, 
and. has risen to tho zenith in several 
Of considerable importance. Canada 
is behind Austrelia and New Zealand 
in this respect. Several of the United 
States have taken the step which poli- 
ticians who fear clean politics dread. 
In Finland the Pirliamentary and all 
other suffrages (ure extended to wo- 
men, 

There was a capital audience in 
Convocation Hall last night-in con- 
nection with the fact that universal 
suffrage had been adopted as a de 
partment of the council. Every coun- 
try, however, is left free to take u 
its own line of work. This was a 
lucidly explained by Rev. Dr. Anna 
Shaw, who presided. The Internation- 
al Council was waiting for some of 
the more backward councils to ap- 
point delegates. To many present 
the movement was regarded as the 
most important’ work. not only in the 
council but that was done , 

Dr. Shaw said she regarded woman 
suffrage as the next great step in 
human freedom. They could not se’ 
arate man from woman, and should 
take into the service of the state the 
best ability of both sexes,

Lepric la Fontaine, 
Brussels, one of the founders of the 
Belgium league for the rights of wo- 
men, and who spoke in the absence 
from illness of Mile. Popelin; Ma- 
dame Julia Bernocco-Fava Parris, 
delegate from Italy; Frauline Salo- 
mon, who not only represented Ger- 
many, but also spoke as the newly-

Council of Germany refrain- 
ed from proposing a peace day as ‘i 
would never, never find people who 
were in sympathy with it,” although 
every woman was in favor of the prin- 
ciple of peace.

FEARED FOR CONTRO 


Ontario Bank Directors. Afraid 
Cox Would Get Hold, 





So Declares ex-Manager McGill, Tes 
tifying Before. Referee Kappelle 
Regarding Dealings In Stocks— 
Directors Were Annoyed at Buying 
Wave on Part of Public — Miss 
McGill Gives Evidence. ~ 


Toronto, June 23.—Charles McGill 
and his daughter, Isabelle, gave evi- 
dence “in the Ontario Bank case be- 
fore Referee Keppele yesterday, The 
former had previously” been allowed 
access to the bank’s ledger to refresh 
his memory, end his é¢vidence sup- 
ported his contention that the 1,713 
Ontario Bank shares standing in his 
name when the collapse came were 
not really his, but were purchased 
in his name for the bank, 

Miss Iaxbelle McGill testified in 
support of Mr, McGill's claim against 
‘the bank for $2,900, in which it is 
eontended that Charles McGill, when 
{general manager, purchased Sun Life 
shares: with funds belonging to his 
wife. . 

In explaining the transaction Me 
Gill stated that in 1895 W. H. Hill, 
general manager for the eastern dis- 
trict of the Sun Life Insurance Co., 
told him that he wanted him to take 
over some stock in the Sun Life. 
and hold it in trust for him. He 
pressed him so hard that he consent- 
ed, and’ as he held some money in 
trust for his wife, he applied $2,900 
of this to buying’ 65 shares. This 
was paid by a check, which he had 
mislaid; but the drawer of the check, 
secing the paper wes not cashed, agre- 
ed to give Mrs. McGill credit for the 
amount in the bank. 

McGill was asked sbout a buying 
wave, on June 19, 1903, which, he 
said, had annoyed some of the dirce- 
tors. © ; 

“Who was annoyed?" 

“Annoyance for the most part was 
expressed by G. R. R, Cockburn. He 
would discuss the matter after the 
meeting of the directors.” 

“Can you give specific instances of 
where directors were annoyed because 
the public was buying the stock. 

“The directors were afraid’that Sen- 
ator Cox and other banking institu- 
tions were trying to get control of 
the stock.” 

“What about, the stock carried by 
Ames?**

tand why he

Prior to the failure of the Ames Co., 
the directors asked me how much 
stock he held, but I told them it was 
distributed between verioua financial 
institutions through Canadw, which 
had advanced) money to Ames upon 
the security of the shares.”’

Washington, June 24.—Rather un- 
expectedly to itself the Senate late 
yesterday concluded its consideration 
of the coal schedules, 

The finance committee through Mr. 
Aldrich reported an amendment fix- 
ing the duty on bituminous coal and 
shale at sixty cents per ton; on coal 
slack or culm, at fifteen cents per 
ton; coke and compositions used for 
fuel at twenty per cent. ad valorem. 
A drawback equal to the duty is al- 
lowed vessels in the foreign trade. 

This scale, Mr. Aldrich explained, 
was oe reduction of seven cents 8 
ton on coal under the house rate. The 
amendment, he said, also left oat the 
House reciprocity provison. He did 
not believe, however, that the House 
would remove its duty on coal even 
if the reciprocity provision were left 
in the bill. seg 

Numerous attempts were made to 
reduce the rate, and there was one 
effort to obtain free coal, but all were 
voted down and the committev’s scale 
retained.

The title.of Knight Bachelor carries 
with it the prefix Sir. There is no 
decoration attached. Hon. 
W. Scott, K.C., LL.D., upon wham it 
is conferred is one of Canada’s grand 
old politicians. Born at Prescott, in 
1225, he studied law in Toronto and 
was called to the bar in 1843. He 
was mayor of Ottawa in 1852, and 
elected to the Legislature in 1263 and

1867, In 1871 he was Speaker of the 
Legislature, and later commissioner of 
crown lands. In 1873 he joined the 
Mackenzie administration (Federal) 
and from 1874-8 was Secretary of 
State. In 1874 he was called to the 
Senate. In 1896 he was re-appointed 
Secretary of State, retiring previous to 
last year’s general election. He was 
the author of the Scott Act temper- 
ance measure. 

The order Companion of the Order 
of St. Michael and St. George is the 
third grade in that series. E. L. New- 
combe, upon whom it hns been con- 
ferred, was born at Cornwallis, N.S., 
in 1859; educated at Dalhousie Col- 
lege, and University of Halifax, and 
was called to the bar in 1883. He 
at one time lecturer on marine 
surance in Dalhousie Law School, 
and was a governor of the university 
and president of the Alumni Associa- 
tion until his appointment as Deputy 
, Minister of Justice, in 1893, in ahie 
same year he was admitted to the 
Ontario bar and created a Q.C. by 
the Earl of Aberdeen. In 189% he 
went to England on copyright mat- 
, ters, and he has appeared for Canada 
| before the Privy Council. 

Matthew J. Butler is an expert rail- 
Way man, who is a graduate of To- 
ronto University. He was born in 
Deseronto, and began his railway ca- 
reer in 1879 as transit man on the 
K. & P. Railway, and later he, held 
high posta on the several railways in 
the United States and Canada, and 
in 1904 became assistant chief engi- 
‘ neer of the National Transcontinental 
; Railway. In 1905 he became Deputy 
‘Minister of Railways. A few weeks 
ago he was appointed to the newly- 
; organized LC. R. Commission. 

1 The Imperial Service Order was in- 
| stituted in the coronution year of 
; King Edward, and ia restricted to the 
: civil service, the number not to ex- 
ceed 250 in the home and 175 in the 
colonial service. There is a medal- 
: lion badge to wear on the left breadt,

‘would aid him in suppressing the 
{acts or concealing Leon; that, on 
the contrary. every Chinaman of in- 
fluence and responsibility in the 
‘country felt that the case was bring- 
ing disrepute on their race, and they 
were all united with the police in 
efforts to run “down the murderer. 
1 With more to gain than to lose by 
the truth, Chung Sing then talked 
, freely, if not frankly, but that he has 
not been actually implicated in the 
crime itself is indicated by the fact 
he is still held in the House of Deten- 
tion for witnesses and not in the 
Tombs, charged with being an. acces- 
sory in the murder.

A party of five strange Chinamen 
came to this city on Saturday, it has 
been learned, three of them dressed 
as Americans. 

The local police believe they brought 
funds for Ling, who left that evening 
disguised as a woman, after purchas- 
ing a ticket for Cleveland, and check- 
ing om suit-case to that city. 

The police now think that Chu Hop 
was left here as a decoy to throw 

them off the scent. Why the physi- 
cians delayed so long in reporting the 
matter to the police is not known.

. New Britain, Conn June 20.—Pas- 
j tor Russell of Brooklyn Tabernacle, 
addressed lurge audiences twice here 
today.

ties. Others have-'the quantity of 
Hope proportionately; small, and are 
continually discouraged and hindered 
from making the best use of their 
faculties.

—accepted by our wills should rule in 
our mortal bodies, however imper- 
fect, however fallen, however dead 
they may be to the perfections and 
righteousness in which we were cre- 
ated as a race. 

Because Christ died for human sins 
—‘“for the sins of the whole world”— 
therefore eventually an awakening 
from the dead will come to all man- 
kind. Thus it is written, “‘The dead 
shall hear the voice of the Son of 
God; and they that hear (obey) shall 
live’? (John v, 25). The masses of 
mankind do not hear the voice of the 
Lord at all in the presesit life; many 
of them die in infancy, and the ma- 
jority are in heathenism. The time 
when all such shall hear will be dur- 
ing the Millennial Age, when all that 
are in their. graves shall hear the 
command of the Son of Man and come 
forth—just as Jesus at the door of 
Lazarus’ tomb commanded, ‘“Laza- 
rus, come forth! And he that was 
dead came forth.’ As the world is 
now counted dead from God’s stand- 
point, so those in the Millennial Age 
which come forth from the tomb will 
still be dead in the sense that they 
will not have the perfection of life, 
and not be thoroughly awake intel- 
lectually. They will come forth from 
the tomb in order that they may hear 
the voice of God speaking peace 
through Jesus Christ—informing them

It is. speak- 
ing of the present time when the god 
of this, world, Satan, blinds the minds 
and stops the hearing of all mankind 
except a few. “Bieased are your eyes 
for they see, and your ears for they 
hear." The awakened onea of the 
present time are expected to have new 
desires, distinetly separate and apart 
from those which control the world 
in general, and these must be so 
strong as to lead them to a changed 
course in life—to rise, to take a high- 
er plane of thought and action than 
that of the world in general.

, tween these two great institutions is 
sure to come, and cannot be long de- 
ferred. Love on the part of one or 
the other, or both, would save the 
day, but more and more they are los- 
ing confidence in love, and are de- 
veloping its opposite. Injustices on 
each side are magnified. Neither 
gives the other creslit for any other 
principle or motive than avarice.

London, June 23.—{C.A.P. Cable.)\— 
The Imperial Press Conference Sat- 
urday resumed the adjourned discus 
sion on imperial defence, Lord Esther’ 
Presiding. The chairman told the 
delegates that he thought it was im- 
possible to agree upon any definite 
scheme of imperial naval defence. 

“If, however, you can agree upon 
a plan,” he said, “which Mill give 


you good sailors and good officers, 
then good ships—the right types of 
ships—are bound to follow. Your 
true guides will ultimately be not the 
British Admiralty, but your own ex- 
pert officers, who will have learned 
their naval lesson in the main battle 
fleet, and who will be in touch with 
the strategical plans of the British 
Admiralty, and also in touch with 
your own sentiment and your own 
needs,”* 

The necessities of imperial military 
defence, Lord Esther said, were sum- 
med up in the words “imperial gen- 
eral staff.””. He then emphasized the 
necessity of organizing the whole re- 
sources of the nation for the purposes 
of defence, In the future victory 
would rest with the organized nation. 

Admiral Lord Charles Beresford 
‘thought the grave note of the states- 
men’s speeches during the conference 
wes due ‘to the feet that they knew 
we Were not prepsred for defence. He 
thought that owing to deferred liabili- 
ties and “other things it wes impos- 
sible for Britain to maintain the two 
power standard without the aid of the 
tive sister ‘nations. 

“Don’t let us be in a hurry, but 
don’t let us be too long,’ he said: 
“Let us meet tozeiher on the same 
pletform and discuss how exch can 
help the other." 

Lord Beresford suggested that the 
oversea xtates could do most by pro- 
teeting the weakest places, namely, 
the imperial trade routes. They 
should have mobile defensive forces, 
and he advocated an interchange of 
erzisers, pointing out the pleasure it | 
would be to British sailors to see ay 
Canadian or Australian ship leading 
the line. 

Having praized the personnel of 
this navy, which he said had never 
boen better during the last 50 years, 
he referred to the “mad infatuation” 
which resulted in the dismantling of 
repairing stations all over the world. 
He suggested that the oversea states 
might put those in repair, and con- 
cluded that when it came to war, the 
oversea fleet must come under a great 
Strategic bureau, which will be at the 
Admiralty, but is not there now. 
(Laughter and epplause.)

The niusic they sup- 
ply themselves, each end of the born 
alternately siuging a verse In honor of 
the prince and bis warlike deeds. The

performed by four or fre, usually 
youths, to the accompaniment of a 
fiddle, the leader setting a lot of Intri- 
cate quick steps which the rest {inl- 
tate at once.

Greece Receives Warning to Let the 
Pistaenders Alone. 


Paris, June 23.—It was with reluct- 
ance and grave misgivings that the 
French Government conditionally as- 
sented to the proposal made by Sir 
Edward Grey that the four powers 
which had assumed the task .of pre- 
serving order in Crete should with- 
draw their contingents from the is- 
land on July 37, because the French 
Cabinet was convinced that such a 
step, owing to the present national 
excitement in Crete and. Greece, 
would inevitably result in‘ war be- 
tween Turkey and Greece. _ 

It was upon the initiative of the 
French Minister of Foreign Affairs 
that the original ‘plan presented by Sir 
Edward Grey has been so modified 
as to require that the four cruisers— 
one French, one British, one Russian 
and one Italian—charged with the fu- 
ture surveillance of Crete should each 
be provided with a landing force of a 
thousand men and six machine guns, 
ready to disembark and occup the 
island at the first symptom of dis- 
order. 

Practically, the future naval sur- 
veillance will differ only slightly from 
the present military occupation. The 
four powers have to decline 
the proposition made by Turkey to 
enter into negotiations intended to 
bring greater autonomy and home 
rule in Crete, and while assuring the 
Turkish Government<of their deter- 
mination to support Turkish sove- 
Teignty in the island, they have again 
made it clear to the Greek Govern- 
ment and to the Cretan’ population 
that they wil not countenance any 
efforts to bring about the annexation 
of Crete to Greece... « -

its Mind, About Tariff. 





“garding Wood Pulp and Print Pa- 
per Is Voted Down In Favor of a 
New Clause Which Empowers U.S. 
to Retaliate ‘If ~_Discriminated 
Against, yo 4 


} Washington, June 28.—The Senate 


on Saturday ,revised its previous ac- 
tion on the print paper and wood pulp 
schedule, Senator Aldrich agreeing to 
amendments relating both to pulp and 
paper in-place of amendments hither- 
to adopted. The amendments adopted 
were those proposed by Senator 
Brown of Nebraska a few days ago. 


He was apparently quite as much sur- 
*prised as pleased. at this turn of 
affairs in his favor. The Aldrich pro- 
posals were aimed directly at Canada. 
The Brown amendment provides for 
the free admission of mechanically 
ground wood pulp, but authorizes the 
imposition of a duty of one-twelfth 
of a cent per pound, dry weight, if 
any country, dependency or province 
has unduly discriminated against the 
United States by the imposition of 
an export duty or export charge of 
any kind upon pulpwood, wood pulp 
or printing paper exported into the 
United States, or has forbidden or re- 
Stricts the exportation of any of these 
articles directly or indirectly. ¢ 
On chemical wood pulp, a duty of 
one-sixth of a cent per pound is pro- 


| vided on the unbleached article. and 


of one-fourth of a cent on the bleach- 
ed .article, and in case of discrimina- 
tion by the exporting country, the 
duties are to be doubled. 

The paper amendment provides the 
doubling of the duty on -newspaper 

rint paper in case of discrimination. 

his paper is valued at three cents a 
pound or less, and according to the 
terms of the bill, is made dutiable at 
the rate of five-tenths of a cent’ a 
pound. 

An amendment proposing free ad- 
mission of agricultural implements 
was voted down by 45 votes to 20, and 
the paragraph imposing a 15 per cent. 
ad valorem duty on farm implements 
was adopted.

Dr. Coulter Returns. 

Ottawa, June 28.—Dr. S. M. Coul- 
ter, Deputy Postmaster-General, who 
went to Australia and New Zealand 
six months ago to confer in regard 
fo the all-red steamship project, has 
returned, via Great Britain, where he 
conferred with the imperial authori- 
ties also. Dr. Coulter is satisfied with 
the result of his mission. He will 
make a report to Sir Wilfrid Laurier.

A* child so trained usually acquires 
self control when other children are 
having parenta) contro! punished into 
them. 

This method of training is not feasi- 
ble, however, unless parents have the 
good judgment to keep In such close 
touch with their ttle ones that they 
can act as counselor, as a Inst court 
of appeals and as presiding judge. 
whose decisions are final. 

A mother of a largo and Interesting 
family sald, “If 1 had a‘ dozen chil- 
dren I would have to evolve a differ- 
ent way to train each one according to 
{ts idfosyncrasies.” 

Instead of mourning over a child's 
misconduct, study to make {it good in 
spite of itself. Keep It so well that 
a happy disposition comes natural. 
Teach Mary or John self government, 
but at the same time let it be thor- 
oughly understood that you ure gov- 
ernor in chief in disputed points. 

One mother who had {ideas on self 
rule for her children allowed those 
children to be terrors to the neighbor- 
hood. Even in church she would sit 
Placidly by while they crawled under 
the pews to pinch the worshipers in 
front or slyly run pins into the next 
Person. 

A mother who does not know the 
difference between self control and 
lack of control had better abide by 
Solomonic precepts of child training. 
Applied judiciously, the method of 
making a boy or girl a free agent has 
been found to work well in the Inter- 
est of family peace. 


GIFT FOR TRAVELER. 


Nothing More Acceptable Than a Gray 
, Suede Pockct. 

if you have a friend who fs about to 
Start op a long journey you could 
make her no more aeceptable parting 
sift than a safety pocket to be worn 
under the dress, In it can go extra 
money and jewels without fear of loss 
or robbers, 

Such pockets can be made of many 
materiais and in several different 
styles, but the following one will Le 
found generally acceptable: 

A pocket is made from gray suede 
er an piece of chamois eleven Inckes 
long, six inches wide at bottom and 
five Inches at top. The bottom Is 
founded, and the top is cut square 
across, 

Two pleces of leather are cut and 
the edges stltched together on the ma- 
chine about halfway up. An inner 
pocket of stout gray cambric is sewed 
on the Inside of the suede, the edges 
finished with nickel rims and a stout 
clasp. 

One side of the leather ts then cut 
shorter than the other, which folds 
down over the purse Ina fap. This is 
fastened by snap clasps such as are 
used on gloves. One is sewed on each 
side of the fap for extra security. 

On the underside. of the case an 
extra plece of the leather or chamols 
is stitched to form a fat pocket. This 
is stitched up the center as well as on 
cdges to form two narrow pockets for 
bills or jewels, A shallow fap {is add- 
ed, which also fastens with the snap 
clasps. 

The finished pocket 1s stitched to 
two strips of gray belting, one at each 
edge. These in turn are stitched to a 
belt that fastens around the walst 
with a harness clasp. The lengthwise 
straps may be as long as Is convenient, 
but Ove or six Inches will usually be 
long enough to prevent the pocket Ip- 
terfering with the corsct. 








The Kaffeeklatsch. 

The difference between the 5 o'clock 
tea and a German kaffeeklatsch fs 
enormous. The tea ls a pleasant go- 
as-you-please meeting, where we bal- 
ance our teacups in hands perilously 
handicapped by ‘our multitudinous 
possessions, augmented by the frall 
saucer, on which a top heary plece of 
cake finds an Insecure resting place. 
We may enjoy a variety of creature 
comforts, augmented by ices and cups 
on ‘festive occasions.

An old locomotive engineer was once 
asked within what distance it wae 
possible to stop a train that was run- 
ning at 2 speed of sixty miles an hour. 
He answered that with alr brakes, Mt- 
tlhe wind and dry rails it could be 
stopped_within a quarter of a tulle, but 
the distance would be greater if the 
ralls were wet aud a strong wind was 
blowing from the rear, With dry ralls 
and a strong wind biowing from the 
front, the stop could be made within 
less than a quarter of a mile. Much 
would depend, be sald, on the way the 
alr brakes were applied. If they are 
put on too suddenly they will “pick 
“the wheels up” and the latter will 
slide, along the track .the same almost 
as if they were runniog. The brakes 
must be applied gradually and tenta- 
tively, so to speak, to get the best re- 
sults from thelr action.

‘Officers Trail 


Train Robber to 
His Lair in BC, 





‘One Outlaw and One Constable Are 


Shot In Pursuit of Men Who Held 
Up C. P. R. Passenger Train at 
Ducks—Second Man Escapes and 
Is Now Lucking In Red "Gulch |

Ashcroft, B.C., June 29.—One of the 
bandits who a week ago held up the 
C.P.R. train near Kamloops, was shot 
and killed Monday night by a polige- | 
man, Ike Decker, who, in turn was | 
murdered by another of the ‘bandits, | 

The shooting occurred at Ashcroft, | 
Decker having ordered two-men in a 
bort to land. They did so, remarking, ; 
“We're here, now arrest us.””” Decker } 
and one bandit fired almost together, 
the latter being killed. Bandit No. 2 | 
at once emptied a shotgun into Deck- | 
er’s head. > | 

The remaining bandit fled, but was | 
tracked to R&d Gulch, six. milea east | 
of Ashcroft, where he is now hiding | 
in a raining tunnel. The dead robber | 
was identified ds a man who ordered 
the C.P.R. engineer to stop his train 
at Ducks over a week ago and burst ; 
the express car open under the mis- | 
taken idea that it was loaded with 
silver bullion. : 

Decker had b#n advised that three , 
men, belonging to the Ducks hold-up ; 
gang, had passed Pennys ‘station, go- | 
ing down the river in a rowboat, © 
When the boat reached Ashcroft there 
were only two men aboard. Coxering 
them with his rifle Decker orde 
them to pull into shore, and the ban- 
dits obeyed. As the bow grated on the 
sand, the foremost man stepped ashore 
carrying a Jight overcoat. Suddenly 
he drew a revolver from under his 
coat and fired. The constable’s Win- 
chester rang out at the same instant, 
and both men fell. The remaining 
robber, leaping over the prostrate 
bodies, dashed away. Villagers along ; 
the river watched the occurrence, but 
were unable to avert the tragedy. 

The country was aroused at once, , 
and posses set out from Ashcroft, Sa- ~ 


vonac , and . Kamloops. ~ Detective 
Draper of Spokane went along in 
charge of blcddhounds, and sent 


back, yesterday morning, from Red 
Gulch to Ashcroft for assistance. The 
murdered cons%ble was well-known 
in Ashcroft, where he had been a 
resident for twenty. years. He was 
married and leaves a family. 

Mr. Busteed, general superintendent 
of the western lines division of the 
C.P.R., said yesterday that he was 
not prepared to state why Deckety 
had attempted to effect the capture 
single-handed, probably he had 
thought to earn the entire reward 
himself. A bag of dynamite was found 
in the boat.

"The British Budget. 
. ~ . 2 








The attempt of the present Chan- 
cellor of the English Exchequer to 
ingraft in the Statute book ‘his Soc- 
jalistic Ideas is likely to recelve a 
drawback from‘all classes of the peo- 
ple of England. London bas become 
aroused. A veublegram of the 23.4 
says: . 

“Supportingsthe Ictter protesting 


against the provisions<of the budget, |- 
| signed by nearly forty London bank- 


ers and merehants, and sent to Pre- 
mier Asquith on “fay 14, there was 
a great meeting in the city this af- 
ternoon, at -waien at was resolred 
that the ‘main proposals ‘of the bud- 
get weaken sechrity in all private pro- 
perty, discourage cnterprise ¢ und 
thrift, and ‘would prove seriously in- 
jurious to tht. commerce and indus- 
try of the coultry.’ 

“The gathering, which rumbered 
nearly 3,000 persons, was thoroughly 
representative .of all phases of city 
life. It was also wholly non-political, 
and many of the most prominent men 
present were Radical. Lord Roths- 
child presided.. He said thac the 
mectinz was due to the unsatisfac- 
tory reply of Premier Asquith to 
their representations of May 14, and 
that it was*desired to make it quite 
clear that .the city objected to the 
budget proposals, which ‘introduce 
an innovation in the history of Brit- 
ish finance.’ 

‘Lord Avebury and Sir Felix Schus- 
ter followed Uord Rothschild, and 
spoke in similar veln. The resolution 
was carried by acclamation. Lord 
Avebury declared that the whole 
budget was unsound and unjust, 
that it would ‘drive capital out of 
the country, and that in the long 
run the poor would be the greatest 
Sufferers from it.”
